Harvey, think it’s time to talk about “rubber duck" antenna’s and their Loss, 
and how that affects repeater access. This information was taken from an 
article in a GE service shop newsletter several years ago. 


Typical body loss for helical rubber antenna’s applies to 2 meter and 7Ochn 
amateur bands ajacent to 150 and 450 freq's. 


150Mhz/4S50Mhz 


Handheld, vertical Handheld, angled 

Quarter wave -9db Guarter wave -18db 

Telescopic -3db/-10db Telescopic -10db/19db 

Helical “rubber duck" -8db/-14db Helical -12db/-24db 

Belt clip Typical building loss: 

Quarter wave ~-14db Office and High rise -30db/-24db 
telescopic (retracted)-38db/-40db Shopping centers -20db/-20db 
Helical -22db/-14db Frame construction -3db/-3db 


Typical shielding loss: 

8" Concrete block wall -6 ta -8db 

6" Solid concrete wall or floor without steel reinforcing -10 to -15db 
Suspended metal walls -20 to -40db 

Corners in narrow passageways -15 to -20db 


So if you have a handheld, running on low power between 100 and SOO milliwatt 
and a helical antenna, right off the bat you start off at a real loss in sign 
going back to any repeater, or simplex user, and if you lay the radio beside 
you in a car without an outside antenna, your're really at huge loss. No wond 
you have problems making patch's and holding a GSO. Remember most repeaters a 
running between SO and 100 watts and between +6 to +9db gain antenna’s. In 
order to be able to hold a reliable GSO or run a successful phone patch YOU 
really need to think about the second most important part of your station, tw 
Antenna! 
About 99% of the weak signal/somethings wrong reports, the technical group 
receives, end up being a user with a stubby duck, or helical standard duck, a 
low power operation, inside a car or building. The user cam hear the repeater 
but it can’t hear the user even with two receivers. It just can’t suck a sign 
out of nothing but noise. Please keep in mind where the repeaters are and hel 
out the situation by running an outside antenna and or more than low power. 
The 34/94 repeater has 2 receivers, one (not requiring sub-tone) is located a 
RiN, that is the Civél Air Patrol building below the revolving light beacon a 
EAFB. The main receiver and with a 100hz decoder and only transmitter is 
located at Glen Alps just below Flat Top Mt. 
The 90/30 repeater is located on Mt. Gorden Lyon, called Site Summit by the 
military and is above Arctic Valley Ski resort. The 444.7 uhf repeater is at 
the 200’ level of the "short" broadcast tower at 2800 E Dowling Rd and the 
223.34/224.94 220 repeater is co-located with the 94 repeater at Glen Alps. 
Please remember this is radio, not wire connected telephone, use some common 
sense and things should work just fine.

Don’t Ask the FCC 


The following editorial originally appeared 
in September 1948 QST, several months 
before this writer was born. Recent events 
have reminded us that its advice is as sound 
today as it was more than four decades ago. 
The topic must be truly timeless, considering 
that then-Editor and ARRL Secretary K. B. 
Warner, W1EH, was writing about something 
that had bothered him ‘“‘for years and years.’’ 

A historical note: this was Ken Warner’s 
penultimate editorial. He died on September 
2, 1948, shortly after that issue of QST 
reached the membership. Warner was for 
nearly thirty years the Secretary and General 
Manager of ARRL. Right behind Hiram Percy 
Maxim himself, this native son of Cairo, Illinois, 
stands as having had the greatest influence on 
the remarkable health and growth of Amateur 
Radio and the League between the World 
Wars.—David Sumner, KIZZ 


Don’t Ask F.C.C. 


There’s something that has bothered us for 
years and years, and finally we have decided 
to come right out in meeting and talk about 
it for the good of the craft. It’s this business 
of individual amateurs, puzzled over some 
fine point of regulations and commendably 
wishing to keep in the clear, writing FCC and 
asking whether it is all right to do so-and-so. 

The trouble is that such a letter is always 
answered by a lawyer and the set-up is such 

-that all too often it invites an unfavorable 
answer. To a layman’s viewpoint a lawyer 
who is asked a question of this sort seems 
almost instinctively to feel that there is some- 
thing wrong about it or he wouldn’t be asked. 
Whether he likes us or not, he almost seems 
to go looking for something to justify him in 
saying no. And in our observation, most of 
the time that is his answer. 

Now heaven knows a bunch of hams can 
ask plenty of goofy questions, and there are 
some characters who would get away with the 
linoleum off the kitchen floor if it weren’t 
glued down. A turn-down is the only right 
answer to such questions. But we are here 
thinking of border-line questions that require 
an exploration into just what we properly may 


and may not do. Frequently interpretations 
differ, particularly if the interpreter hasn’t a 
thorough background in the broader aspects 
of the philosophy of amateur regulation 
which, developed over many years, grants us 
a remarkable freedom in our operating 
because it has proved in the national interest 
to give us those liberties. We also know of 
some cases where there hasn’t been the 
slightest real FCC objection to a proposed 
practice but when the amateur got to splitting 
hairs and pushing for a ruling, some compli- 
cated legal fact got in the way and the only 
reply FCC could give was restrictive—per- 
fectly unnecessary if the amateur hadn’t asked 
but the only possible one when he did, a 
familiar phenomenon in administrative law. 

We've even seen it happen that what the 
inquiring amateur proposed to do was some- 
thing the rest of us already do and regard as 
all right. But consider what has happened 
when inquiry has been made and the answer 
is negative. At the least, the amateur who 
asked is now forbidden to do that thing, and 
that is true even though all the rest of us do 
it. And if enough of us make inquiry about 
that same topic, the law staff will think that 
it ‘requires clarification’”’ in our regulations, 
which often is another term for a restrictive 
amendment. We’ve seen these things happen 
many times. We think we could say that, by 
and large over the years, we amateurs have 
lost many more little rights and privileges by 
asking out loud about them than we ever did 
through misconduct or because FCC itself 
first worried about the subject and thought 
it should be prohibited. 

Can we do something about it? We think 
we know a solution. It is to ask the League, 
not FCC. Our headquarters staff knows most 
of the answers, and if we’re stuck we can 
always find out informally without creating 
a precedent or inviting a general restriction. 
It seems to us it’s one of the services ARRL 
can give to the gang. Let’s ask ARRL and let 
the League stand between us and the FCC. 
Hr suggested motto: 


Never ask FCC anything about 
regulations—ask ARRL.
